A PASTOR PROTESIS.

He Claims His Church Has Been
lllegally Disciplined.

A COMMITTEE'S POWER DEFIED.

Eome (pinfons om the Government of
F'aptist Congregations.

REY. J. €. TATOR DEMANDS A TR'AL

Rerv. J, C. Taylor, pastor of the Tabar-
nncle Baptist Church, colored, takes strong
exceptions to the action of the Executive
Committee of the Allegheny Baptist As
sociation, in deelaring him deposed from
the ministry.

Mr. Taylor said yesterday: ““The action
of the Executive Committee, or of any other
body not provided for in the organic law of
the denomination, is & usurpation of au.
thority which belongs to a council of
ehurches when properly constituted. The
constitution of the association provides for
sn executive committee, whose duty it is to
change the place and time of the annuval
meetings of the association in case of an
emergency, and to sttend to business re-
ferred to it at the annual session. It bas
no suthority to discipline a chureh, or dis-
misy s pastor, or withdraw the hand of fel-
lowship. The constitution provides for aoy
irregularity which may be brought to the
annusl meeting of the srsociation.

**The government of the Baptist Chureh
is congregational; the right of diseipline
rests in the ulmrci'l, and when a chure
comes disorderly the ehnrches composing
the association shall proceed secording to
the regulations. The grievance must be
brought to the bodv and referred to a com-
mittee to investigate and revort back, the
bedy thea finding in the case. The church
sgainst which the charge in preferred sball
have an rtunity for defense, snd ecan-
not bejuu' dinlp{ined and exeluded from
the sssocistion without & trial. The Taber-
nacle Baptist Church, which is reputed as
being disorderly, has violated no law of her
constitution, nor the recognized authorities
of Baptist Church polity.

*The Erxecutive Committee has gonea
step further in an illegal manner in asking
for the resignations of members of the
Woman’s Missionary Bociety and Sunday
Behool Convention. These organizations
bave their own officers and executive
boards se te from the associstion. There-
fore the Executive Committee of the associ-
ation has nothing to do with them, The
Exeeutive Committee is so blinded with
prejudice as not to see the fallacy of its
course, The principal officers of these or-
ganizations are members of the Tabernacle
Church.

““The churches of the association will not
indorse any such proceedinge.  They have
had no part in these unlawful actions, and
the whole matter can be traced to three
ministers who are sttempting to run the
aftairs of the chureh, If the leader would
walk after the unconverted and give them
the Word of Life instead of going about
trying to disrupt the Tabernacle Chureh, it
wonld be better for the cause he claims to
represent.” 5
